As to equipment, B querterly 
inspection of arms and ammuni- 
tion by ae police officer is con- 
sidered necessary, whilst the 
Harbour Master should have the 
guty of inepectiog and testing 
the rockets and other portious of 
the marine equipment. 

Officers To Carry’.Arms. 

Regarding the carriage of arms, 
it is advised that the certificated 
officers should carry arms at all 
times while the ship is in a 
danger zone, with the exception 
of the engineer officers who are 
on daty inthe enginercom, where 
the arms should be taken off and 
placed ready to band in:some 
couvenientplace, .When off dufy

Kwok Kwai, Chan Yung and 
Chat Chst appeared on remand 
at the Magistrasy yesterday after- 
noon on a charge of possession of 
three Mauser pistols, two Smith- 
Weston revolvers and a large 
quantity of ammunition without a 
peruit from the Captain Sup- 
erintendent uf Polica. 

Tha defendants were armsted by 
Sub Inspector Blcor in connection 
with tha record seizure of eigh 
tons of raw opium an Sai Kau I 
Chau Istand on the 17th. January. 
They were found ona boat anchored 


about itv yards from ths Jaland, 


oa which ‘the arms were seized. 
Tho hcenee of the huat is in the 
name of the first defendsat Kwek 
Rwai. 

~ Defendugts were all charged 
with untawicl powessioa of the 
opium, but at the last hearin, 
which was cooducted before Mr. 
li. KH. Liadsell, the woman was 
discharged on that count. The 
decision on the cpium charge was 
to have been given yesterday 
aibernoon. : 

Betore the case started yeater- 
day the Magistrate (Mr. J. BR. 
Wood; sanounced that Mr. Lind- 
sell desired a week's remand in the 
opium case. 

The evidence in support of the 
arms charge waz, on the whdle, 
ifentical with that offered in the 
opium case published last week. 

Tho statements of the defen- 
dants in answer to the charge were 
froduced. “First defendant's ex- 
planation cf the arms was to the 
effect that « large yuak transferred 
the arms to bis cralt. "He was 
threatened with death if he refused 
tu take them. Second defendant 
claimed to te a brother-in-law of 
first aceuaed, 

At the conclusion of the evidesce 
Mr. T. G, Bensett, defending, said 
he prnposed to ‘offer no evidence at, 
this stage in the case of Smt de- 
fendant. As regards the other 
two he submiteed that, under the 
Ordinance, there was ms case. 
After referring to the definition of 
possession in, the legal sense, Mr. 
Bennett said that Inspector Bloor 
had said the licence of the boat 
was in the first deferdant’s name. 
First ‘defendant wax described in 
tks licence as the master. None 
of the arms kad been proved to 
have been found oa either of, the 
Isat two defendants, and therefore 
the question remained as to whose 
custody or contrel the arms were 
in. Mr. Betnett submitted that 
if they were ia anybody's control 
at all thes were in first defendant's, 
a: be was the owner of the sam- 
pan. Second accused was only 1 
yeasts of age and was brother in- 
Inw uf the first msn. The third 
accused was described on the 
charge skeet ‘ss 8 married womao 
aol the presumption was that she 
was first defendant's wife. 

The Magistrate azreed with Mr. 
Pennett aod told Mr. T. FL Rics, 
Deputy Superintendent -of Lolice, 
whn prosecuted, that there was no 
caso against the last two de- 
fendanta. . ; : 

Mr. King submitted that No. 2 
should be treated on the same 
footing a3 the first man. He had 
been on the beat for fourteen days, 
according to his uwa statement. 
lt he was discharged, when the 
case came up at the Supreme 
Court, the first defendant could 
plead that the -ccond, man came 
over to his boat from the junk with 
the arma. 

After some discussion the Ma- 
gistrate discharged the Isat two 
defendants but committed frst 
defendant, Kwok Kwai, ‘to the 
Sessions for trial.

4a we suggested might be the 
case, the policy of executions 
adopted by. the Irish Free State 
Government is resulting io repri- 
sals by the. rebels, who ak present 
are engaged on o particularly 
senseless campaign of burning 
own the residences of loyalists 
acd other selected premises 
Eventually, if this series of re- 
prisala and counter-reprisals goes 
oa long enough, the condition of 
Ireland will bea sad one, perhaps 
a warniag to o:her nations, and 
certsiniy an object lesson on the 
Fasuls of fratricidal warfare. 
The policy of an eya for an eye 
and a tooth for a tooth will 
develop, if, neither side fioally 
gives way, into warof attrition, 
the party with the best resources 
coming out triumphant, bus at 
whatacos!! One wonders wh2- 
ther the greater part of Ireland 
by then will have beon reduced 
to aland chiefly of hovels, with 
most of the more pretentious 
buildings burned to the ground. 
Whatever else might accrue, 
there can by no question that the 
General effect on the country of 
this continuous guerilla warfare 
is pernicious in the extreme. Tae 
destruction of valuable property, 
in fact, is a foolish crime, as is 
the roncomitant loss of employ- 
ment on the estates and etlse- 
where where thes? outrages ara 
taking place. 


However, there is hope of the 
legal’ Government in Ireland 
being triumphant in the end. 
Wwe boeiieve that the object 
of the Free State authorities, 
which is to break the 
spirit of the irregular forcea, has 
a very good chance of success. 
It is. a ruthless policy, but the 
responsible partias should know 
best what remedy has to be 
applied under the circumstances. 
So if the rebel. opposition 
collapses all of, a sudden. we 
might find one bright day that 
peace, of # concrete type, has at 
last dawned in the troubled isle 
of Erio. It is the Irishman’s 
nature to go counter to authority, 
and however much there might 
be instituted a good scheme of 
government for the country s 
section of the inhabitants: will 
almost certainly opposs it. 
There is one interesting fact, 
known to the British authorities 
since the evacuation of Ireland, 
aamely that the’ spirit of the 
people was almost broken at tha 
time that the provisional treaty 
was signed. It {s stated by Irish- 
men themselves that had the 


. 


British Gorernment’ continued 
its mililary measures for a few 
tTanths longer the opposition 
would have collapsed completely. 
It io just as well that this never 
came to pass, for it would meraly 
have meant a respite, and tho 
seeds of future conflicts would 
have been sown,. Besides that, it 
wonkd have baén nofair to the 
Irish nation in several ways. 
The Frea State Government that 
has replaced Britain's regime 
has m great advantage over the 
rebels, It possesses the mors) 
support of Britain, the Empire, 
and ig fact the nations of. the 
world; and the Church of the laud, 
wielding no small influence, has 
condemned the, opposition party. 
With all these disadvantages to 
contend with, the rebel farces, let 
us hope, will see that they are 
ongsged in # losing fighf” It is 
to de devoutly desired that this 
realisation will come to thea 
quickly, and with overwhelming 
effect. :
